These resolutions were, upon motion
of Dr. W. C. Brown, unanimously adop-
ted and most lustily cheered. After
their adoption, Governor Hampton, who
was not present at their consideration,
was escorted with the other speakem to
the stand, and as thay ascended the steps
the.loudest cheering greeted them,

Muj. E. B. Murray then introduced
Governor Hampton, who wns received
with deafening and voeiferous cheers by
the immense crowd that had assembled.
Ho spoke In substance as followa:

Hg Friends of Anderson: If my voice
could reach this vast crowd, and give
utterance to the emotions that fill my
breast, I could not thank you adequately
for this heart welcome and great dem-
onstration, I came not to inaugurate the
&::lllicﬂ camlpll n ; T came not to dictate

you who should be vour candidates for
office in the coming campaign. I come
to meet the people of Ancorson snd to
express to them my thanks for the unan-
imous support rendercd me in the cum-
paign Inaugurated =t this place, to remind
them of the pledges made two years ugo.
The flag they then placed in my hands
on that bright Beptember day was carried
succesafully and pescefully throughout
the Btate, and was plac rlcl.orﬁwsly
upon the Capitol at Columbiz. It was
the most startling campaign in the his-
tory of this couniry, It was becnuse you,
the people of Anderson, came out then
In your determination to succeed that
victory crowned our eforts. When I saw
stalwart men who stood by me on the
battle ficld enlisting in that cause: when
I heard men, women and children shout-
Ing the battle cry of freedom, I said that
we would bo successful. I then deter-
mired to be true to the people who inau-
ﬁuuted this grand movement. You

now the resnlt, and all that followed ;
and that though we pnased through the
whole State, and every County of the
State, there wan no bloodshed, no riot, ne
disturbance; no, not even n fist fight.
The people dedicated themselves to the
service aa they would to the service of
their God. Vhen on the seventh of
Novamber the news was flashed acroms
the wiren that we had been successful in
our efforts to redeem South Caroling,
when we knew that a peaceful victory
was perched upon our banner, we looked
about us and found armed troops taking

[mamiun of the Capitai building; the
egislative halls were fillel with United
Btates troops; the legal Housa of Rep-
resentativea were kopt out of their place
of meeting at the point of the bayonet
and thoe office of Governor was pccupie
by 8 man who bad not been elected. It
looked then as if the country would be
deluged in blood, and a revolution Inku-
gurated, for the people were determined
not to be cheated aut of their rights. I
knew that we had won the victory, and
said that wo should secure the frujta of
it, or have a militury government. If
but a singlo shot had been fired in Co-
lumbia civil war would have begun, and
would heve cpiead not only over this
Stata, but over all the country. Blood
would have flowed like water, I knew
that if & revolation was begun that re-
publican government would go down to
a bloody grave, and our hopes an freemen
forever destroyed. At this critical time
I i{ﬁf‘"ﬂ to a people who had been
faithful to me so long to trust mo a little
longer. And they did trust me, and
whatover may befall me hereafter, I am
nsm)ly compensated for all that 1 have
had to endure. I am oot able io tell all
that transpired during that time. The
lower House of the slature was not
allowed to take possession of their hall,
and therefore could pass no laws. We
determined to call for a contribution of
ten per cent. of the tax paid the year

me that I have ever told it in public
that we expected about $130,060, but we
recelved §143,000, The Peopla paid
more than their quota, and 1 had to ston
ithe collection.

I was present at an eatertainment at
which many distinguished men were also
present, both Democrats and Republi-
cans. Hecretary Evarte was meking coon-
siderable sport at the expense of the
Democrats sbout the way they ul:ipted
us out of the Presidency.

FEvarts that the Electoral Convmrission

reminded me of un anecdote tonat oc-
curred on a steamboat on the Missisaippi
River some yesrs age. On board the
steambosat wes a barrel of whiskey, the
brand of which was the seven spot of
clubs. A gentleman observed that it was
8 very dangerous brand, “Why 7" asked
the owner. ‘“‘Becauss,” says he, “some-
budy might come along with the eight
spot and take it.”

That is just the way the Elcctoral
Commission turned out. ~ The Democrata
went into the Commission with the ssven
apot, but the Republicans Leld the cight,
and won the prize.

We have nothing ¢ do at present with
National politics. If we hoe our own
row we will do well. We can afford to
differ on local affe’.s—such as the fenceo
law—but we cantot afford to be divided
on Btate matters, Bome say that I poss-
2d the fance law, but I had nothing o do
with it. Your Cpunty was the first to
adopt the system of lprimury clections, be

overned by its result, and allow no in-
5ependenu to run. Independents may
somelimes be good men, Eﬁt now they
are our worst enemies, Be united in this
grand movement, and send yonr best
men to the Legislature. I urge yon to
be united. D)o this, and you will find
Bouth Carolina immutably redeemcd. I
urge you to do it as the one thing most
important, The contest this year will
be for the Legislature. That will be the
great battle-field. If the Conwvention
when it meets stands nquare on the plat-
form of two years agn, and nominales s
conservative” ticket, I uay that the Re-
publicans will not put a candidate in the
field, and we will have the grandest i.i-
umph ever achieved on this continent.

#y doing justice to all men, our eolored
I:eople will stund by us. I eay to you it

s far better to fail in trying to do right
than to succeed in doing wrong. One of
the pledges of that platform was that all
men were equal before the law. Ican
eny that I have favored no race, party or
prople in the adminiriration of the laws
of the Etate. I defy any man to put his
finger on a single pledge of that platform
lng tay that f hate not carried it out.

I intend to walk on in the path that the

Democratic pariy has blazed out for me,

I cannot doviate from it. I caunot turn
to the right or to the left without being

false to them. T had expected and de-
sired whea my term of office had ended,
to turn over to my successor Bouth Caro-
line heppy and free. I had no idea of
being carled again into public life, and
can pay to you that I want no place or
office. I would not give to-day the place

I occupy in the hearts of the people of
Bouth Cyaro]inn for the office of President
of the Unit>d States. I have passed the
chargea that have been brought against
me by as an idle wind, trusting all to the
chari.y of mﬁ people. I was willing to
leava averything to the people of the
State—to Ea men by whom lpawod for

four long years—to the old men, fathers
of those brave soldiers, to the noble boya
who have grown up since—and above all
t¢ <he ever-faithful women, whoas in-
stincld are better than man'’s reason, I
can eay in the presence of this vost
crowd snd of God that I have done my
duty to Bouth Carolina. Had I done
my duty to my God ns well, it would
bave been better forme. I have nothing
to ask but justice, I know that the
poisonous seed that some heve endess-
ored to sow will find no place in the
hearts of the people. I commit my re-
cord into the hands of the people of

South Carolina, hoping that Gm}l’ may
bless them.

General E. W. Moise was next intro-
duced and made a very besutiful and
able speech, in which he referred to the
militia system ns being necessary to the
protection of republica, and showed the
benifits to be derived from thorcugh
militia organizatiin, He stated that
Bugiand and the United States are the
only two great powers who do nct raly
upon a standing army for national de-
fense, and that ir England the miliia
was the most perfectly and thoroughly
organized of any in the world. He
favored the formation of militia forces
throughout the Btate, aud congratulated
the people uron the fact that they were
dalivered from thes tyranny which had
forbidden them to parado in companies,
or wear uniforms, and referred to the
course of ex-Gov. Chamberlain in pro-
hibiting the calebration of Washington's
birth day by the military companies of
the Btate. He said that our people look
upon & citizen soldiery with ropugnance,
because thoy have alivays associated the
soldiery with the idea of trained men
going into’ battle, and contended that
any. opposition to the militia on this
account was unfounded. Ee believed if
‘wo educated our young men and trained
them in ihe militia servico their pride
and self-respect will be increased, and
thoy will not be willing to do any act
whick wiil tarnish their reputation. He
closed by a tribute to the officers of the
Binie government and to the Logislature,
snying that the latter had been faithful
to their poblic trusts, and had made
great reductions in expenses, and com-
pared the present tax levy witk the levies
of Radical Legislatures, He said the
civil service of the State' was now pure
and elevated. .

‘General McGowan was next intro-
duced as ond of Anderson’s favorites,
and made one of his most happy speech-
es. It would be imposaible to do the
Genoral's speech justice in the roport
that we can make of iz, It was full of
force and eloquence, and was most lnatily
applanded. The General began by say-
ing, “Here we am at ald Andamas
[deafening cheers,] and a mighty good
place it is to be,” [Tremendous cheer-
ing.] He then began the speech of
which we bave spoken, laying down as
his platform the following positions ;

1, Exact justico to uall--whita and
black, rich and poor, high and {ow.

-2, Principles, 2ot men.

5. No dessrtions, no falling out of the
ranks to plunder until victory is secured.
iie smpiinieG and ilostrated each of
these propesitions, and continued: “We
should be just, kind, gentle and magunan-
imous to ail.” “There is more of power
in love than there s inlia'e; therels
more of power o gensrosity than in pro-
scription.” . After a speech sound in doc-
trine ‘and eloquent  in. expression, he
‘tlosed with theexpression of a baliaf that
& prodent courss in this State will fnsare
a gratd triumph for the Democracy, and
urged our neopla to provs equal to thelr
former” rd, saying that in'order to
gicceed we ought to deservd sicoess. - -
i Teige “ilackey was next intraduced,
hes.

speak. That, like the soldier, he wished
to be found where the firing was loudest,
and had come to meet our chief, the Gov-
ernor, who he found in the path of duty,
and whose plunie wasthe ensign of victory.
That he reprcsented the honor and char-
acter of Boot!. Carolina, and that what
Wade Hamrion lo the Democratic party
of Bouth Carolina js to-day. He told
the colored people that Governor Hemp-
ton had kept every pledge that he made
the people of this State, and had dis-
charged with equal and exact justice the
duties of Lis office without reference to
class or condition. He said that le
learned that some of them were dissat-
isfied because they had none of the offi-
ces in this Connty, but that such a feel-
ing must be the resuii of a lack of thought,
for the white representativ: ‘rom Ander-
son was as much the repissentative of
the colored man as he was of the white
man, and as much the representative o!
thecitizea of Charleston as of the citizen of
Anderson, and so the colored Repreaen-
tative from Reaufort represented the
white man of Anderson as much as the
colored man of Beaufort. That they
really are as much represented ic the
Legislature as if all the Representatives
were colored men. That this in the
theory of ou: Constitution, and if it is
not so that they were not the ones to
complain, for as long as they could pre-
vent it they did not send white men to
the Leginluture in Republican Counitiee.
He told them that if thcy were so un-
fortunate es to waot office and not be
able to get it, tn consolp themselves with
the reflection that they are no worse off
than a great many white men will be.
Thr real cause of all the trouble about
offces is; tb~t there are mmore people
tkan there are offices; and therefore
rwhen you gu to distribute them out there
are not enough to go around. As an
evidenco of Governor Hampton's influ-
ence in protecting tho colored man, he
stated that before the war there were, on
an average, five colored men killed in
this State every yeer by white men; that
sinco the war, and before Governor
Eampton’s inauguration, the average
had been nine every year, and that in
ilio eighteen montha past only two color-
ed men bad been killed by white men.
Ho then urged them to vote the Demo-
cratic ticket because il is best for them.
He expressed gratification ot Governcr
Hampton’s remarks about independent
candidates, saying that henceforth no
man could pretend to be representing
Governor Hampton, if he runs against a
Democratic nomination for the Governor
had plainly declared his opposition to
any such course. He then said thsat our
people will no doubt be very much trou-
bled this year with a selection of candi-
dates, as they would no doubt be very
numerous all over the country. He ad-
vised* the people to select the best men
they could find, withont reference to
whether they wanted it or not. To olect
those men who were heat, and most trust-
worthy and no others, and for the pur-
pose of this he advised them to take the
men who ware not overly anxions to get
an .ffice. The Judge's speech contained
soveral other points, and was illustrated
by a number of amusing narratives, but
our space forbids a longer report.

Eloquent and pointed speeches were
also made by Col. Cothran, Col. Hoyt
and Judge Cooke, which we regret that
we are compelled to omit. The meeting
was then closed by a prayer from Rev, 8,
L. Morris, of Waihalla, Chaplain of Gen.
Humphreys' Brigade.

At the conclusion of the megting an
opportunity, at the request of the ladies
present, was afforded them to shake
hands with Governor Hampion.

Duriog the speaking, at sroper inter-
vals, the Artillery Companies fired in
honor of the Anderson Democracy.

The Anderson Palmetto Band and the

To
huve selected one of bis subordinates ns
the subject of prosecution;, would have
made it appear that the arm of the law
itself was sharing in the genera! paraly-
ais, while to have united others with him,
would have bein to lose the adventage of
isolating the chief eriminal from his fol-
lowers, and t; have incurred the hazard
of uniting them more closely to him b
a sense of ‘heir common danger. I,

LIEUT. IOV, SIHPSON'S ADDRESS.

A Hrtrospective View of the Geaeral As-
bly, lis Orgacization and Labor--En-
coarugemient for the Fature.

The annexed remarks were delivered
Hon. W. D, Bim , Lieutenant
overnor of Houth Carolins, at the close
of legislative proceedings :
BexaTons ¢ This body is about to ad-
journ, and I suppose thut it will hardl
meel again as at present organized. It
true that the Governor, under the consti-
tution, is authorized and empowered,

to call the Generul Assembly together,
but the country is at perlect peace—quiet
and good order reigns supreme through-
out lTle entire limita of the Btate. The
two races embraced in our body politic
ara at & better understanding now than
perhaps at any other time since emanci-
pation ; in fact everything denotes a long
and peaceful repose on the part of our
people, and it Is hardly probable that
any event will occur between thia and
the next gencral election requiring the
Governor to exerciee his constituticnal

awer of convening the Geveral Assem-

ly. Such being the fact, the adjourn-
ment now near at hand will indeed be an
adjournment in all probability sine die,

g‘vr.uuding in the presence of this event,
and having, as vour prcsidinﬁ officer, ha
full opportunity to witness the delibera-
tions of this General Assembly, it would
not be inappropriate for me on this oc
casion to review its 2ction and cadeavec
to fix the position which it should occupy
in the history of these eventful times,
and did time peemit, I would ‘be happy
to undertake this task as a pleasing duty,
but the circumstauces by which we are
surrounded forbid, and { shall not tres-
pass upon the patience of the Senute to
that extent,

I must be permitted, however, to say,
generally, that, in my _fud ment, no Gen-
eral Assembly has ever been in exist-
ence wince the foundation of our State
government which more fully deserves
the approbation of the people, whun
everything is considered, than thisn ¥
abnut to adjourn and to close its sessiun
forever. In support of this stutement,
let me refer for one moment to the cir-
cumstances which surrounded it at its
organization, and call to mind the calm
wisdom, earnest patriotism and sublime
E:t.ience which characterized its mem-

s at that trying period, and which re-
sulted in such glorious success, You
remember when the mcmbers elect as-
sembled in this city én November, 1574,
to take the seats to which they were « u-
titled under the constitntion by the voics
of the sovereign people, pmduccd at the
ballot box, that the doora of yonder hall
of the House of Representatives was
closed to their entrance, and the gleam
of the bayonet of the Federal army flashed
across its foldings in deflance of their con-
stitutional rights, and the defeated party,
on by its unscrupulous leader, was
throwing overy obstacle in the way of
the peaceful assemblage of the true rep-
resentatives of the people, both in this
body and the other. Itis not too much
fo say that but for ‘the unexampled for-
bearauce of those representatives at that
time our whole State would then have
been plunged into a sea of blood. Yes,
one false step then, at that critical mo-
ment, quicker and more digastrous even
than the whirlwind’s .blast, would have
convulsed this State from the mountains
to the seaboard, and postponed our re-
demption process forever. In estimating
the chiaracter of this General Assembly,
and in fixing its niche in future history,
these facts should not be forgotten.

Bo, too, alter the possession of the gov-
ernment was secured, the same spirit of
patriotism and forbearance continued to
rule and make itself felt. This was most
fortunate but hardly to be sxpected.
Waters long pent up when the obstacle
gives way usually overflow their banks
and carry desolation and destruction in
their patbwey, and thus the long pent
n;l:l_ water: of wrath and indignation
which had gathered upon the hearts of
our people on account of the years of
ol_:tgga and wrong which had "been in-
flic upon them by Radieal misrule
and oppression might well have been ex-
pecte
I‘:I.H_’E_ destruction in their pathway, but
a different and more magnanimous course
way wisely pursued to the great end of
the universal peace, guiet and satisfac-
tion which now prevails all over the
Btate.

Neither ought the country forget the
great Eroblu:_n which met the General
Assembly at its organization, with which
it had to grapple at the very thresho'd
and upon the solution of which so much
of our future yet depends.

sel suffrage as the element of power, It
did seem to me when that ptate of things.
waa firsi established by the power of LE;

war that if the genius of evil itself, in-
spired by infernal hate, hud hen invoked
to devise a scheme by which eternal con-
flict between these two races could be
organized 'and driven in harness, an it
were, to the destruction of both, that was
the very scheme to' sccomplish this dia-
bolical purpose. - And I do splemnly be-
lieve ¢ had the, Republican pacty,
comiposed as ic was in this Stato for the
last ¢ight years, remained in Pn‘wer, that
guch would have béen® its ultimats un-
fortunate fraita. But, thanks to the en-
ergy of our people, that Y, Was uver-
thrown and a new adminjstration estab-
lished, and by th¢ wise magnanimity of
this new administration, innugurated at
the beginning and to be kept up, I hope,
in the future administrationsof the same
party, a new light lins burst forth, in-
soiring hopa that, notwithstanding our
strange and unprécedented condition, we
may yetlive a_united, happy and pros-
perous pecople, I feel that this General As-
sembly bas contributed much towards
the accomplishment of this igm;t end,
and therefore deserves well of the coun-
try.
